Under bis will be devised an equal 
share to each of his five children and 
provided that money advanced to them 
before nil death should not be charged 
against them in the distribution. 

The amount which he had advanced 10 

s children, it may be mentioned, 

iproximated WOO, 000. 

William Means, one of the sons, was 
President of tho Metropolitan Bank of 
Cincinnati. 

This institution got into financial straits 
on February 8th. t888, and the elder 
leans advanced to his son $136,000. 

The bauk, however, finally collapsed 

The chief question at issue in the suit 
is whether the money advanced to 
William Means should be charged against 
bis distributable share of his father's 
estate. 

The executors of the will take the 
position that it should, while the trustees 
whom Mr. Means appointed for his wife 
and children contend that under the 
terms of the will the advanced money is 
not to be taken into consideration.

Wamiinoton, April 1.— Coxey's army 
will enter Washington Tuesduy. The 
route from the camp to the city has 
been changed. The parade will come 
in by the Fourteenth street roud to 
Mt Pleasant, a suburb of the city, 
thence via Fourteenth street proper to 
Pennsylvania avenue to the capitol 
grounds. At this point the body will 
turn into FirBt street, up 1! to Dela- 
ware avenue N. W., which will place 
them on the northwebt border of the 
grounds.
